USSR 


A new Soviet early warning and ground controlled intercept radar was 
observed at three, and possibly four, locations in East Germany during 
January. Preliminary evaluation of its characteristics indicates that it 
is capable of detecting a fighter -size target at distances around 200 
nautical miles at altitudes as high as 200, 000 feet, significantly greater 
than any Soviet EW/GCI radar known to be in operational use. 

UAR 



Each of the European satellites, with the exception of Albania, apparently 
.will participate as a sub- contractor on specific projects in the construction 
of the first stage of the Aswan Dam. The satellites also are being awarded 
subcontracts for projects under the Soviet economic aid program in both 
the Egyptian and Syrian regions of the UAR. 


The Lebanese are working out an arrangement for Chehab to meet Nasser 
in Damascus while Nasser is visiting there this week (week of February 22). 
The reason is the tyAR clandestine activity which represents a threat to 
Lebanon’s precarious security situation. 

CYPRUS 

Greek Prime Minister Karamanlis fears that Archbishop Makarios may

j The British also express concern. Makarios reportedly has al- 
ready balked over Britain's request for guarantees of base rights and would 
certainly oppose a transition period of about a year as envisaged by London. 
Makarios has the support of the Greek Cypriots and his opposition to the 
plan would make its implementation difficult. 


Both Greece and Turkey have stated that they intend to propose Cyprus for 
membership in NATO. Both also gave the impression they would like Cyprus 
to remain within the Commonwealth. Makarios has let it be known that he 
would not wish thq Republic to be "born" in the C ommonwealth but would be 
prepared to consider membership in due time. 
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LAOS 

'P ' I' ' 

In response tp Phoui's statement of February 11th, the ChiComs have 
appealed to the Geneva co-chairman to "check" the Laotian refusal to 
remain bound by the Geneva agreements. 

The French may insist that Laos observe Geneva accords. This places 
the French in line with the Chinese Communist proposals although ob- 
viously for a different reason. Smith therefore considers it most im- 
portant that Laos be urged to make a formal request to France and the 
U.S. to study methods of improving the effectiveness of the L a otian army. 

VENEZUELA 



! Betancourt is reportedly concerned regarding the position his government 

will be forced by popular pressure to assume against the Dominican 
Republic. Betancourt sees Castro as an outstanding symbol of the anti- 
Trujillo movement and professes no desire to hitch himself to Castro's 
kite. However, he fears that reluctance on his part to move against 
Trujillo may be handing the Communists a propaganda weapon. He pre- 
fers some sort of anti-dictatorship action by the QAS. 

ISRAEL

Jewish emigration from Rumania to Israel has been coupled with a public 
statement by Ben-Gurion that there may also be emigration from the Soviet 
Union. This has been branded by the UAR press as an "imperialistic plot" 
and the UAR press has warned the USSR that if it permits the Jewish exodus 
it will be committing "an unforgivable crime. " 

INDONESIA 

A major reorganization of the Indonesian government may be near. The 
proposed new structure would diminish the importance of political parties 
while greatly strengthening the roles of Sukarno and the army. The Qpm- 
munists, if this comes about, would suffer most. Army chief Nasution has 
recently stated that the Army must risk criticism as an American pawn. 

February 20th report indicates that Indonesia has returned to its 1945 consti- 
tution. This is the arrangement referred to in the CIA report of February 21st.
